





Many have heard of the Xanadu proejct: a proposed world-wide instantaneous 
publishing system for every kind of text, graphics, audio, movies and computer data; a 
repository into which anyone may place material to be published; freedom of the press 
brought to the computer screen in a new, cr system of order. Based on 
literature as we have always known it, Xanadu'™ Repository Publishing will extend 
and generalize writing into the world of tomorrow. 


But because this idea is already so well known, many don't realize we actually propose 
a whole new STRUCTURE- a new kind of data handling based on linkage and 
transclusion, the new forms of interconnection that generalize writing and literature as 
we have — known them-- and propose this as a new form of data handling for all 
computercom. / 


First propounded in 1960 by graduate student Theodor Holm Nelson, and refined by 
colleagues Roger Gregory, Mark Miller, K-Enic Drexler and others, the idea has been 
explained over and over in many writings and speeches, After many stages (and being 
cynically called “golden vaporware” for its distinguished history of non-availability), 
the project acquired new credibility when it was acquired by Autodesk, Inc., an 
extremely successful software company in Sausalito, California. 


Nelson, still raffish and seemingly inexhaustible after rh Digs on the project, is still 
in charge of develo ing the proposed repository publishing system-- now called 
Public-Access Xanadu™ or PAX™, PAX has special rights to the use of Autodesk's 
forthcoming Xanadu software for the universal publishing repository.
